LL good golfers know the im portance of the w rist movements 
and the grip. C raig Wood (left) and H orton Sm ith here illus­ 
trate some fundam ental points. 
Both of these g reat players 
make the left hand do as much work as the right. 
Use of the left hand is all-im portant, but to most "dubs” the left is 
more of a liability than the right. These photos show how the left hand 
should be made to work properly. The back of the left hand should be 
over the sh aft with a t least three knuckles showing. 
Horton Smith calls special attention to the relation between the 
hands and the clubhead. The first thing a golfer should learn, he says, 
is th at the hands, w rists and clubheads m ust work together perfectly. 
Body action is secondary. 
The action of the hands and w rists in sw ing­ 
ing the club m ust be graceful and easy.
